They seized the sur- 
plus products of the farm often leav- 
ing the farmer’s family without pro- 
visions to carry them over the sea- 
son, and without seed for the next 
planting. They have been living up- 
on and have lived upon the nation’s 
resources, the fruit of the toil of 
its people for hundreds of years. 
It was simply a process of colossal 
organized loot. 

The effect was what every man 
might have foreseen. Not only the 
large capitalists but the farmer- 
capitalists exclaimed in despair 
“What's the use!” and quit produc- 
tion. The looted country is paying 
the inevitable penalty. 

What has happened in Russia will 
happen in any country to the extent 
that the same economic principles 
are applied. And it makes little dif- 
ference whether the process be ap- 
plied by the methods used by Len- 
ine and Trotsky or by a due process 
of law under a constitution. If a 
nation establishes a tax system that 
takes from the capitalist, large or 
small, the savings he has accumu- 
lated and denies to the industrious 
ad frugal the enjoyment of the fruits 
of their toil and self denial, the in- 
evitable result will be that they will 
exclaim, “What’s the use!” and quit 
producing. 

If a nation takes away the profits 
of a business in good years and 
leaves the proprietor of an industry 
to bear the loss in the bad years, 
tine certainty of ulttmate loss will 
be so discouraging that few men will | 
continue their efforts. — Redlands |

MARRIED AND HOW 
TO REMAIN SO 


Theoretically the rules recently 
promulgated by Rev. Charles S. 
Stevens, pastor of the Ogren avenue 
Presbyterian church of Chicago, for 
ending divorces are all right, but 
practically they are of little use, ac- 
cording to Judge John W. Summer- 
field, who made a record for marry- 
ing people while justice of the peace 
and now is on the Superior bench 
trying divorce cases. 

“There is nothing new about Rev. 
Stevens’ rules,’ commented Judge 
Summerfield, “They are as old as 
the Bible. If people could be in- 
duced to follow those rules they 
would cure not only the divorce evil 
but every other evil. 

Need Something Practical 

“What we need right now is some- 
thing more practical. We are con- 
fronted with a condition and not a 
theory.” 

Rev. Stevens’ rules were as fol- 
lows: 

“Be honest with each other.” 

“Be considerate.” 

“Keep up your personal appear- 
ance.” 

“Be thrifty and save money; don’t 
be afraid to live on an economical 
basis.” 

“Keep your temper.” 

“Make concessions to each other.” 

“Have God in your homes and 
lives.” 

“Live a normal life.” 

Judge’s Suggestions 

Judge Summerfield’s suggestions 
for improving the situation he gum- 
med up by saying: 

“Make them stop, look and listen, 
the same as the railroads.” 

He advocated uniform marriage 
and divorce laws, notices of inten- 
tions to marry and more careful su- 
pervision by parents of their chil- 
dren, as fundamental remedies for 
curbing the divorce disease, Judge 
Summerfield said: ft 

“First, let there be universal di- 
vorce laws over the country with the 
age of consent raised to 18 years in 
the case of girls and 21 years in the 
case of boys, 

Notice of Intentions 

“Second, principals contracting 
marriage should be required to de- 
clare their intentions that 15 days 
later they will apply for a license tq 
marry. _ 

“Third, parents should see that a 
proper influence tis thrown about 
their children and marriage should 
be held up to them as a solemn en- 
gagement, and no marriage should be 
permitted by the parents without a 
sufficient acquaintance between the 
contracting parties. 

“A nation is no stronger than its 
citizens and it is a duty each of the 
contracting parties to a marriage 
owe to their country to submit to an 
physical and mental illness to marry. 
Under such conditions we would ob- 
tain a strong citizenship instead of 
a nation of weaklings.”
